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- 39. A process for expanding tobacco comprising the steps of: 

(a) contacting tobacco with carbon dioxide gas while increasing 
pressure of said carbon dioxide gas from a first pressure to a second pressure; 

(b) at a preselected pressure less than said second pressure, cooling 
said tobacco by contacting said tobacco with a cooling medium sufficiently so that 
said tobacco is cooled to a first temperature, said first temperature being at or 
about^ saturation temperature of carbon dioxide at said preselected pressure; 

(c) releasing pressure of said contacted carbon dioxide; and 

(d) thereafter subjecting the tobacco to conditions such that the 
tobacco is expanded. 
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
